America.

Mayor Bilk in was allowed to 
come to Torrance after diploma­ 
tic problems in Washington D. C. 

Mayor Albert Isen, Council­ 
man J. A. Beasley, and other 
city and chamber officials kept 
the wires burning to achieve the 
visit.

The passage from Turkey to 
Washington will be on regularly 
scheduled military aircraft, 
which will not be an extra ex­ 
pense item for the government 
or the taxpayer.
